Summary As postulated in earlier papers, dust in the Earth's North Polar 
region at 2300 BC initiated widespread geophysical changes. The dust was a 
result of the Earth encountering a massive meteoroid stream, the Taurids. The 
event was sufficiently traumatic that religions were formed in essentially all 
cultures on the Earth. Thunderbolts were a prominent theme of the religions, 
but a new theme appeared - a ring surrounding the Earth. A possible 
mechanism for the ring formation was capture of small particles in the Earth's 
upper atmosphere coupled with later particle fragmentation.

ШІ Only the northern route seems to reflect an Old Assyrian road as documented by the Old Assyrian ‘itineraries’. This identification is corroborated by information provided by two letters concerning Assyrian merchants written by Itur-Asdu, a governor residing in 
Nahur from the sixth till the thirteenth year of Zimri-Lim (1775-1762 BC) (Guichard 2008). They clearly indicate that the road passed through the territory of the city of Nahur, where a miksum-tax was levied on the merchandise. According to an Old Babylonian 
itinerary (Hallo 1964) Nahur was also located on a main caravan road during the Old Babylonian period, on a stretch starting at Apum and going through Amaz and Nahur to Luha, a city that is often mentioned in the correspondence from Nahur. the most likely 
candidate for the location of Nahur is the impressive site of Tell Ailun [Anatolia and the Jazira during the Old Assyrian Period, (Publication de l'Institut Historique et Archéologique Néerlandais de Stamboul 111), Istanbul, 43-53.] On the basis of the remaining 15 
texts, Nashef reconstructed the following sequence of stations located on the Mesopotamian part of the trek, set in an order starting from Assur: ASSUR — Sadduatum - Razama sa Bura - Abidiban — Qattara - Razama sa Uhakim — Kaluzanum — Adubazum — 
Daraqum - Apum — Amaz — Nahur — Ela/uhut/Luhayu — Abrum — Burallum – Нада — Zalpa - Buruddum — Hahhum; According to Forlanini, at least three variant routes existed on this section of road: – a southern one, via Pahudar/Puhidar, - a central one, via Amaz

The Patriarchal Pattern 


“Тһе pattern was for the firstborn to strike out on his 
own to “father” his own tribe, while the sibling 
remained to build the father's tribe. This nation 
building process ensured a slow but steady 
repopulation of the earth, regions at time. The 
founding Patriarch would pick out a worthy successor 
among his remaining sons a few decades before his 
death, as a kind of co-regent and training period, to 
assure a smooth transition of power within the tribe. 


* Out of all the names/ people-groups mentioned 
in the first 5 post-Flood generations, only three 
individuals are highlighted by special notice: 


* 1) " And Cush begat Nimrod: he began to be a mighty one in the 
earth. He was a mighty hunter before the LORD: wherefore it is 
said, Even as Nimrod the mighty hunter before the LORD. And 
the beginning of his kingdom was Babel, and Erech, and Accad, 
and Calneh, in the land of Shinar" (Gen 10:8-10)

“Ву the third generation (while his sibling were 
establishing tribal nations in Arabia & India), Nimrod 
broke with the Patriarchal pattern; instead of starting his 
own tribe, he stayed close to the dispersion point, and 
started conquering other tribal nations to form a 
consolidated Empire. 


• His ability to do this stemmed from his nature as "Mighty 
Hunter.” After him, it became a ritual that a potential 
ruler had to prove his ability to hunt down the many 
oversized beasts and dragons that ravaged the 
countryside and threatened the post-flood settlements.

The first known Hurrian kingdom emerged 
around the city of Urkesh (modern Tell Mozan) during the 
third millennium BCE. There is evidence that they were 
initially allied with the east Semitic Akkadian Empire of 
Mesopotamia, indicating they had a firm hold on the area by 
the reign of Naram-Sin of Akkad (c. 2254-2218 BCE).

The pharaohs of this dynasty did accept in BEA the elevation of at least one of 
their offspring to act as BREA in joint rule with themselves. The only question 
remaining is how long, if at all, each king ruled jointly with his father. The evidence 
from the monuments is slight to non existent. The only inscription with a moderately 
clear co-regency date is one that eela to describe the elevation of Sesostris | to 
pharaonic status in the 21st year of his father Amenemhet |. The stated reason for this 
event was an attempted assassination of Amenemhet | which left him partially 
incapacitated. This inscription, however, can be otherwise interpreted. In our 
estimation it is nothing more than an acknowledgment that from this time forward 
Sesostris | was to assume a more dominant role in leading the country. Amenemhet | 
was no longer able to adequately fulfill his duties as the primary pharaoh.... 


The operative principle supporting these earlier revisions was our assumption that 
pharaohs of these dynasties never ruled alone. The ruling pharaoh in the north of the 
country would always ensure that one of his sons represented him in the extreme 
south, I.e. in the Theban area. The younger pharaoh was always subordinate to his 
father, but conceived of his rule as being pharaonic, and numbered sequentially the 
years of his joint rule, and those of his reign after his father's death. We believe that 
this principle was operative also through the 12th dynasty, beginning with the first 
year of the reign of Amenemhet |

Ryholt points to a scarab seal of Yaqub-Har which was discovered during excavations 
in Tel Shikmona in modern-day Israel. The archaeological context of the seal was dated 
to the MB IIB period (Middle Bronze Age 1750 ВС-1650 BC), which means that Yaqub- 
Har predated the 15th Dynasty. Since the name "Yaqub-Har" may have a West 
зет origin, meaning "Protected by Har", Yaqub-Har would then be a 14th Dynasty 
ruler. 


Second, Ryholt's argument is based on the observation that while early Hyksos kings of 
the 15th Dynasty, such as Sakir-Har, used the title Heka-Khawaset, later Hyksos rulers 
adopted the traditional Egyptian royal titulary. This change happened under Khyan, who 
ruled as the Heka-Khawaset early in his reign, but later adopted the Egyptian 
prenomen Seuserenre. Later Hyksos kings, such as Apophis, abandoned the Heka- 
Khawaset title and retained instead the customary Egyptian prenomen, just like the 
kings of the 14th Dynasty. Ryholt then notes that Yaqub-Har himself always used 

a prenomen, Meruserre, which suggests that he either ruled at the end of the 15th 
Dynasty or was a member of the Asiatic 14th Dynasty. Since the end of the 15th 
Dynasty is known not to have included a ruler by the name of Meruserre, Ryholt 
concludes that Yaqub-Har was а 14th Dynasty ruler. 2]

During his long rule Amenemhat ПІ continued the work probably 
started by his father to link the Fayum Depression with the Nile. 
The area had been a mere swamp previously. A canal 16 
kilometres (9.9 mi) long and 1.5 kilometres (0.93 mi) wide was 
dug, known as Mer-Wer (the Great Canal); it is now known as 
Bahr Yussef.

Either the angels of heaven, afterwards called stars; or the 
heavens, the elements, fought for Israel, and against Sisera; a violent storm of rain and hail falling at this 
time, which discomfited Sisera's army; See Gill on "Jud 4:15", or this victory was obtained in such a 
manner as plainly showed it was not of man, but of God from heaven; so the Targum, 


* "from heaven war was made with them;" For not only did the Israelites fight against them, but he powers 
of heaven also. “From heaven” is more minutely defined by “the stars from their courses.” These words 
explain the statement in Jdg_4:15, “the Lord discomfited Sisera;” 


with the kings before mentioned; God fought against them, and no wonder they were conquered: 


the stars in their courses fought against Sisera it seems as if it was in the night that this battle was fought, at 
least that the pursuit lasted till night, when the stars by their brightness and clear shining favoured the 
Israelites, and were greatly to the disadvantage of the Canaanites; unless it can be thoug t, as is by some, that 
the stars had an influence to cause a tempest of rain, hail, thunder, and lightnings, by which the army of Sisera 
was discomfited in the daytime, as before observed. 


Judges 5:21 The river of Kishon swept them away,.... To which Sisera's army was drawn, and where it was 
discomfited; and very probably many of them, in their confusion, endeavoured to make their escape by fording 
or swimming over the river, by which they were swept away and drowned, the waters of it at this time swelling 
in a miraculous manner, as Ben Gersom thinks 


According to the Talmud (Moed Katan 16a), Meroz is a certain planet in the stellar sphere, and because 
the mention of it in Judges 5:23 is preceded by the phrase, "the stars in their course fought against 
Sisera" (v.20), it thus follows that Meroz must be defined as a celestial body. [2] This mysterious 'Meroz' 
may not only be the name of a star, but also may allude to an unidentified group of outworld inhabitants 
somewhere in the second heaven (outer space) to which failed in their willingness to assist the righteous 
in a war агата the wicked, and hence cursed by the angel of God; The Tikunei Zohar further states that 
every tzaddik (righteous person) will rule over a star, and therefore have a world unto himself. The 18,000 
worlds mentioned above would therefore be that number of stars, presided over by the 18,000 tzaddikim 
that are alluded to in the verse (Ezekiel 48:35), "Around Him are 18,000." Talmudic teaching (Avoda Zara 
3b) that "God flies through 18,000 worlds.” The Zohar also follows the opinion that Meroz is a star, yet 
states that "its inhabitants" refers to its "camp," that is, most probably, to the planets surrounding it. 
Nevertheless, the simple meaning of the verse seems to support the opinion of the Sefer Habris.

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The battle in which King Saul and his sons were killed, and the army of Israel badly defeated, took place 
in the valley probably below the foothills of Mount Gilboa, in the eastern part of the valley of Jezreel (later 
known as Har Megiddo or Armageddon). After the initial route of the Israelite army, Saul and his retainers 
went up the hillside to fight on, but then Saul was wounded by an 
arrow from an archer. Saul knew his wound was deadly, but he did 
not want to be captured or linger in death. 

Saul’s death was an apparent catastrophe for the tribes of Israel. 
He had ruled 40 years (Acts 13:21) and he was a trained heroic war- 
rior, as was his heir Jonathan. The Philistines lived in the coastal cities 
on or near the Eastern Mediterranean seacoast. They gained the upper 
hand militarily by a strategy of seizing the inland hill country cutting 
the northern portion of Israel’s Promised Land from the southern half. 
They gained control of both the inland trade route from the east to the 
south. They already controlled the land trade route to and from Egypt 
with their cities along the coast. Their strategy succeeded very well, 
or so it seemed. The Bible texts say the Philistines intended to stay 
and live in the newly conquered lands, perhaps as residential colonies 
(1 Samuel 31:7 and 1 Chronicles 10:1-7). 

Note the items of Saul distributed by the Philistines: 


e Saul’s armor (“his gear”) was placed in the temple of Ashta- 
roth,” the temple of their elohim. Although it is not indicated, 
these were likely taken back to the cities of Philistia. 


e Saul’s body was fastened to the wall at Beth Shan (sometimes 
translated Beth-Shean).? Saul’s body probably hung by ropes 
from the wall. 


e Saul’s skull was fastened in the house of Dagon, possibly on a spear or on a peg on the wall. 


The Philistine victory and Saul’s suicide literally “cut off the head” of their once charismatic military 
opponent and his army. They also eliminated important members of his family who could have succeeded 
Saul to the throne.* This Philistine victory effectively “decapitated” much of the leadership of Israel. The 
Philistines must have hoped and even expected the Israelites would break up into their separate tribes and 
forget a unified government.

For some reason Gibbethon is the center of events involving the murder of two Israelite kings. The biblical 
texts do not tell us what happened to the city of Gibbethon or if it ever was captured by Israel. 


Gibbethon or Gibbeton was a city in the land of Canaan According to the Book of Joshua, it was 
given as a Levitical city to the Kohathites. H In 1 Kings 15:27 it was recorded as being a city of 
the Philistines. Nadab, the second king of the northern Kingdom of Israel, besieged Gibbethon. 
During the siege, Baasha the son of Ahijah, a member of the tribe of Issachar, killed King Nahab 
and made himself King, reigning over the northern kingdom for 24 years. A Gibbethon has been 
identified with al-Majdal, near Ashkelon, and so possibly on the border of Danite Israel and 
Philistia. John James Blunt, in his Undesigned Coincidences in the Writings both of the Old and 
New Testaments (1882) suggested that "the place had been deserted by the Levites, in the 
general exodus to Judah, [so] that the Philistines availed themselves of the Ша to seize 
and fortify it“. Mazar azar locates it in a region to the north of the Sorek Valley. 2!

The Golden Age of the 9th Century B.C.

In the mid 9th century B.C., King Omri of Israel and his successor 
Ahab, with the aid of King Jehoshaphat of Judah, created an empire 
comparable to that of David and Solomon. Meanwhile King Mesha 
of Moab was seeking to expand his power westward across the Jor- 
dan. Political and religious tensions in Israel led to Jehu’s rebellion in 
841 B.C., with the destruction of the royal houses of both Israel and 
Judah and the decline of both kingdoms. This was the period of the 
prophets Elijah and Elisha in the northern kingdom, 


The Golden Age of the 8th Century B.C. 


2 Kings 13.10-15.7; 2 Chronicles 25-26; Amos 

During the period of 790-750 B.C. the kingdom of Israel under Jer- 
oboam II and the kingdom of Judah under Azariah/Uzziah enjoyed a 
renaissance of power. Both kings were successful in their wars against 
Syria in the north, and against Ammon, Moab, Edom and the 
Philistines in the south. They broadly expanded the areas under their 
authority and gained control over the major caravan routes — a 
success made possible by the weakened state of the Assyrian empire. 
This was the period of the prophets Amos of Tekoa and Hosea in the 
north.

Verse 11. The evil acts of Jehoram of Judah are listed and they are serious. It was one thing for kings of 
Israel to do such things, but YHWH does not at this point tolerate them in the kings of Judah.

Sexual rituals were involved as part of the 
normal worship of pagan gods to enhance 
fertility of the people and the land. Needless 
to say, such rituals were popular with seg- 
ments of the population and the leadership.

Philistine, Arabian, and Ethiopian Troops Pillage Jerusalem 


Hazael, recently anointed by Elisha, and 
crowned king after the “untimely death” 
of his predecessor, Beh-hadad. Recall 
that Elisha knew from YHWH that 
Hazael would do horrible things against 
the people of the northern Kingdom of 
Israel. 

The battle with the Syrian army oc- 
curred along the trade route east of the 
Jordan River near the Israelite-occupied 
strong fortress of Ramoth-gilead. The 
Israelite general Jehu was one of the com- 
manders (we will meet him again soon). 

Ramoth-Gilead means “the heights of 
Gilead.” This was a fortress overlooking 
a caravan trade highway east of the Jor- 
dan River. It was there that the armies of 
Israel and Judah gathered to battle the 
Syrians, who were likely trying to seize 
Ramoth-Gilead to take away control of an 
important trade route with the people liv- 
ing east of the Jordan River and Dead 
Sea. 

So Hazael of Syria (called Aram) 
with his troops fought with Joram (with 
his commander Jehu) of Israel alongside 
Ahaziah of Judah with all their troops. All 
the actors of an interesting drama were on 
the field of battle. The Syrians severely 
wounded Joram of Israel and he was removed from the battlefield. 

Verses 29 and 6. In spite of their king being struck down by the Syrians, it seems the combined Israelite- 
Judean armies drove off Hazael’s Syrian army, which probably withdrew north toward Damascus. In Second 
Kings chapter 9, Jehu and the army commanders were gathered at the fortress of Ramoth-gilead, which was 
still in Israelite control. 

The text reads “the Syrians smote him at Ramah,” based on the Hebrew. But no one knows where that is. 
“Ramah” may be a contraction for Ramoth. The Greek Septuagint declares it to be Ramoth, “they wounded 
him at Ramoth.” This makes good sense consistent with the context before and after the mention of Ramah. 

The wounded King Joram of Israel was transported west across the Jordan River to Jezreel to recover from 
his wounds.* Although severely wounded, the texts indicate his wounds were not immediately life threatening, 
otherwise he would not have traveled so far to recover. King Ahaziah of Judah went to visit Joram (Jezebel’s 
son) sometime after the battle. Jezebel herself was with Joram in Jezreel. 


Verse 14. With confidence in 
YHWH’s backing and anointing from 
Elisha the prophet, Jehu led a far-reaching 
conspiracy against his own king. King 
Joram of Israel suspected nothing about 
the plot. After all, Jehu was a long-serving 
and trusted military leader under his father 
Ahab, and now under Joram. 

Joram was injured in a battle fighting 
the army of Syria near Ramoth-gilead (2 
Kings 8:28-29). Joram (“he and all his 
army”) was concerned the Syrian army 
might return to attack his kingdom. 

Verse 15. Joram left Jehu in command 
of the Israelite army at the fortress pro- 
tecting the valley and trade route of 
northern Israel east of the Jordan River. 
Jehu told both the leaders and the troops 
(Jehu previously told his leaders about his 
anointing as king), to maintain good secu- 
rity and not allow anyone to go to Jezreel 
to warn Joram. 

Verse 16. Joram, resting in recovery, 
ordered a messenger sent to ask what Jehu 
wanted. Ahaziah, King of Judah, was with 
him. It seems that after the battle, Ahaziah 
returned to Jerusalem with the army of

Textual Analysis 


The Isaiah bulla, unlike the Hezekiah bulla, 
has sustained heavy damage. Much of the 
upper half of the bulla is broken off. This 
missing portion does not hinder interpreta- 
tion, however, because the top half contained 
a picture, or motif, not text. (A small remain- 
ing section of this motif can be seen on the 
upper right-hand side of the bulla.) The lower 
half of the bulla contains the all-important 
inscription bearing the name ofits owner. 

Two lines of text have been preserved. 
Both lines are slightly damaged on the left 
side by a visible thumbprint, probably made 
by the owner of the seal as he held down 
the edge of the clay while stampingit. This 
thumbprint pressed some of the letters. In 
spite of the damage, the first line of script is 
easy to interpret. All the experts agree that it 
reads, “Belonging to Isaiah.” The final letter 
of the name Isaiah is missing, but there is no 
mistaking the name.

There is a list of Jewish cities in Nehemiah 11.25-35, 
but it probably reflects a different period, possibly 
including places where the inhabitants escaped deporta- 
tion in 587 B.C. The places Lod, Hadid and Ono which 
are mentioned in Ezra 2.33 and Nehemiah 7.37 must 
have been outside the province of Yahud,
